The Chairman noted the following; (1) that the Faculty figures on 
applications for admission showed a small increase across the Faculty, 
and (2) that a conference sponsored by the Ph.D. Art Education 
entitled "Phenomenological Description: Potential for Research in Art 
Education" was being held at the Ramada Inn, April 6th, 7th and 8th, 
(3) that the Theatre Arts Section play "Happy End" was also playing 
at this time and that (4) the Dennis Oppenheim show was currently at 
the Musée d'Art Contemporain. 
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Curriculum Report No. 13, Part I 


The minor revisions to the course descriptions for the Minor 
in Photography were noted. 


Considerable discussion took place around the course entitled 
Photography C250 "History of Photography" and whether it should not 
be considered an Art History course and taught by the Art History 
Section. 


Assoc. Prof. John Locke noted that Photo C250 could be compared to 
the Cinema course entitled "Film Aesthetics" which is being taught 
within the Cinema section and which is not considered an Art History 
course. He explained that a precedent had been set for the History 
of Photography course being taught within the section. 


Asst. Prof. G. Walters wished it noted in the minutes that the 
course Photo C250 should not be considered specifically a history 
course and that in future, the Art History Section could feel free to 


offer courses jn the history or photooraphv, F

Dean Gross noted that the History of Photography C250 had not as 
yet been approved by the Faculty Curriculum Committee. 


Asst. Prof. Gary Walters questioned whether the proposal should not 
be a Major in Photography rather than a Minor since all the courses 
proposed constituted a major programme. Assoc. Prof. J. Kelly 
explained that the Visual Arts Curriculum Committee felt it was too 
soon to launch a Major programme in Photography and that the programme 
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as proposed would serve the needs of the Cinema, Studio and 

Graphic Design areas of the Division. After considerable debate, 

it was suggested that the proposal be sent back to the Faculty 
Curriculum Committee for further consideration and for minor 
revisions as outlined in the discussions. The Chairman also 
requested that the new proposal include a statement on the philosophy 
of the photography programme. 


The question was called and the motion DEFEATED.
